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Parish councillors question how 
decision on bus cuts was reached 


DORSET County Council is under fire after 
Thorncombe parish councillors questioned 
whether their decision to cut 27 bus services 
was made before the consultation into the 
matter was concluded. 

Despite massive protests from passenger groups and 
parish councils across West Dorset, the council’s cab¬ 
inet gave final approval to the proposals on February 
24th, which in six weeks’ time will leave many vil¬ 
lages in the area without any bus services at all. 

Parish councillors in Thorncombe - where the vil¬ 
lage will lose all three of its bus services - are ques¬ 
tioning the cabinet’s decision, believing the 
consultation process to be flawed. 

Two of its councillors, David Marsh and Sally 
Welford, have issued a statement claiming that the de¬ 
cision to remove the bus services had been taken be¬ 
fore the consultation even took place. 

They say: “It was a foregone conclusion, even 
though it was to be decided at cabinet. Dorset County 
Council appears to have shown scant regard to the 
proper process as defined by the ‘consultation charter’ 
in timescale and the details of the consultation. 

“The question should be raised whether this consul¬ 
tation was indeed legal.” 

They are proposing that Thorncombe Parish Council 
write to protest the cuts and to complain that the time 
given to put alternative schemes in place is totally in- 
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adequate and that there has been no proper consider¬ 
ation of the responses to the consultation carried out 
with bus users. 


The county council announced its plans to scrap the 
27 routes in early January and began a four week con¬ 
sultation process shortly afterwards. 

Bob Driscoll, a member of the Western Area Trans¬ 
port Advisory Group (WATAG), has also questioned 
the way that the consultation was carried out and is

• TELL us a bit more about H. Leaf & Sons...

Small building repairs, maintenance and as in 
so many villages at on point undertaking, were 
carried out from at least 1926 and then our dad 
Bill grew the building side from the late 1950s. 
Cart horses were replaced by tractors and horse 
riding for pleasure had not really come into 
vogue, so building became the main thing. 

• WHICH building projects have you overseen 
in the area? 

We have been privileged to work on some lovely 
properties and met some wonderful people. We 


have been fortunate to work on a few local 
churches, one of which, the Bridport United 
Church, was very interesting. 

• WHAT are your favourite memories of living 
in West Dorset? 

My favourite memories of living in West Dorset 
are the changing seasons. The snow and intense 
cold of the winter of 1962/63, the first glimpse of 
the sea from the hills and it is a lovely area to raise 
a family. 

• ARE there any important lessons you have 
learnt from working at the family business? 

The important lessons I have learnt are, the minu¬ 
tiae is vitally important, complacency is danger¬ 
ous, hard work never killed anyone and a classic 
from my dad - you can talk and work at the same 
time! 

• WHAT do you like to do in your spare time? 

I have a passionate interest in National Hunt rac¬ 
ing, reading and gardening. 

• WHICH are some of your favourite books to 
unwind with? 

I love books, enjoying biographies and anything 
about the equestrian world - fact or fiction. A fas¬ 
cinating recent read was Strictly Classified, which 
gives an insight into the workings of a horse 
trainers mind in relation to their understanding 
of a racehorses psyche, emotions and character.

disappointed that none of 
the £4.1m of extra fund¬ 
ing from central govern¬ 
ment is to be used to help 
bus passengers. 

He said: "Some of us 
were startled to learn that 
the decision to withdraw 
the threatened services 
had already been made. 
It rather undermines the 
whole consultation 
process. 

“Whilst I think all of us 
understood the need for 


Dorset County Council 
to make savings, the 
timescale for withdrawal 
seems draconian.” 

He added said that a 
woman from Salway 
Ash telephoned him “in 
tears” when she heard 
that it had been decided 
that her village's only 
bus route to Bridport will 
be scrapped.

erly passengers on many 
of the routes affected to 
stop using their free bus 
passes and to pay a full 
fare in future. 

Sheena Fox from 
Beaminster presented the 
cabinet with petitions de¬ 
manding that the 213 
service from Broadwind- 
sor to Dorchester and the 
253 route from Beamin¬ 
ster to Weymouth were 
retained. 

Passengers on the 688 
route from Thorncombe 
and Marshwood to 
Axminster had also sent 
in a petition asking for 
their service to be re¬ 
prieved. The cabinet re¬ 
jected all three petitions. 

One couple who regu¬ 
larly use the 688 told 
other passengers travel¬ 
ling on the route on 
Thursday that they will 
be forced to move as they 
will no longer be able to 
manage without a bus 
service. 

Cllr Peter Finney, 
Dorset County Council’s 
cabinet member for the 
environment, said: “We 
are committed to consult¬ 
ing with our residents on 
potential changes to serv¬ 
ices. In line with govern¬ 
ment guidelines we 
allowed four weeks for 
the consultation, which 
we felt to be reasonable. 

“The consultation was 
widely publicised. 
Printed copies were dis¬ 
tributed to local libraries 
and parish and town 


council offices, as well 
as anyone who requested 
one. We received more 
than 1,300 responses to 
the consultation, the ma¬ 
jority of which were on¬ 
line. 

“The results were used 


to help inform council¬ 
lors about existing use of 
rural bus services and 
awareness of community 
transport options. 

“No decisions were 
made prior to the consul¬ 
tation and the cabinet 


meeting on February 
24th. A decision was 
reached following an ex¬ 
tensive and thoughtful 
discussion and having 
heard the views of pas¬ 
senger groups and local 
councillors.”

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Waterlogged animal sanctuary 
in £100,000 appeal to public 


A LOCAL animal sanctuary is 
appealing for the public's 
help in a £100,000 campaign. 

The Birkett-Smith Animal 
Sanctuary, near Broadwind- 
sor, is waterlogged and staff 
at the sanctuary are strug¬ 
gling to keep the animals dry. 

The centre houses around 
150 animals and are close to 
capacity so Joy Keys, of the 
sanctuary, is urging the public 
to help them reach their total. 

She said: "It’s a massive task, 
we have a lot of money to 
raise and we know it's not 
going to be easy but the 
weather this year has now 
made it imperative that we 
get it done and we get it done 
fast! 

"The Sanctuary is currently 
waterlogged and we are 
barely managing to keep the 
animals dry - with the high 
winds and constant rain we 
are literally fighting to stay 
afloat! 

"We are under eight inches 
of water in some areas and 
the outside play areas for the 
dogs are now unusable. 

"We are used to dealing 
with wintry conditions but 
this year has been horren¬ 
dous, the wettest since 


records began. This is the 
worst we have ever seen and 
we are busier than ever due 
to so many animals needing 
sanctuary." 

The money is needed to 
build more shelters and 
homes for the animals as well 
as waterproofing some of the 
existing buildings. 

Ms Keys added: ""We need 
your help! - What ever you 
can spare will be greatly ap¬ 
preciated and every penny 
goes directly to helping the 
animals in our care. 

"We need to weatherproof 
some existing buildings and 
rebuild nearly an acres worth 
of hamlet style housing onto 
one area of half acre raised 
concrete. 

"The bottom line is, we need 
to raise £100k in time to start 
the build when the weather 
improves. The build costs 
comprises of £45k for 
groundwork's, concreting 
and drainage, £40kfor 18 Pur¬ 
pose built pack and SOS 
houses and £15kfor electrics, 
heating and second fit. 

"The build will see all the 
dogs going undercover and 
any existing housing will be 
upgraded. We have 80 dogs 


to get under cover, 90 if we in¬ 
clude temporary residents, 
and we will be building an 
ISO unit, treatment room, 
wash room and all weather 
play areas. 

"The build will also include 
top level security, heating and 
lighting and will also add a 
further 8 SOS Spaces bringing 
us up to 20 in all which will 
help so many dogs, now and 
in the years to come who 
would otherwise have 
nowhere left to go. 

"We have the acreage, the 
know-how, the dedication 
and the passion, we now just 
need the funds but we simply 
can't do it without your help, 
we are a registered charity 
and boy do we need charity 
now. 

"Please donate if you can 
and share our appeal so that 
we can continue to take ani¬ 
mals into safety and welcome 
any fundraising ideas you 
may have."

Jobs at risk as bank announces closure 
of Bridport and Dorchester branches 


JOBS are at risk after it is announced the Bridport 
and Dorchester branches of the Co-operative bank 
are to closer later this year in a bid for the com¬ 
pany to reduce costs. 

Both branches are to close in June, Bridport, 
which is on East Street, on the 15th and Dorch¬ 
ester, which is on South Street, on the 13th, with a 
total of eight possible jobs losses. 

A spokesperson for the bank said they are look¬ 
ing to keep job losses to a minimum and redeploy¬ 
ment opportunities will be offered where possible. 

Liam Coleman, director of retail and commercial 
bank at the Co-operative Bank, said: “We have al¬ 
ways been very clear about the need to reduce the 
branch network to a size that is consistent with a 
smaller, sustainable bank as part of our business 
to turn the bank around. 

“These decisions are never easy but continuing 
to reduce our costs is necessary as we seek to re¬ 
structure and modernise the bank and, unfortu¬ 
nately, this includes closing branches where the 
number of transactions has declined significantly, 
meaning it is no longer sustainable. 

“Although, like all banks, we will need to keep 
our branch network under review as the switch to 
digital increases, this is the last stage of significant 
branch closures as part of the bank’s transforma¬ 
tion. 

“We have sought to keep the impact on our cus¬ 
tomers to a minimum and are writing to affected

customers giving them advance notice about these 
changes and the alternative options available to 
them. 

“Alongside online and mobile banking facilities, 
all closing branches are within three miles of a 
post office branch where customers can undertake 
most day-to-day transactions, and in many cases 
closer.”

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Regional partners tackle 
rural crime in Dorset

POLICE personnel from Dorset, 
Devon and Cornwall and Avon 
and Somerset Police Forces 
have taken part in a three day 
conference to gain a deeper in¬ 
sight into the many issues asso¬ 
ciated with rural and wildlife 
crime - in particular poaching 
and how illegal meat enters the 
food chain locally. 

Police officers, police commu¬ 
nity support officers and special 
constables were joined by repre¬ 
sentatives from organisations in¬ 
cluding the National Wildlife 
Crime Unit, Environmental 
Health and Trading Standards, 
Dorset Deer Management and 
the UK Deer Initiative. 

The training sessions aimed to 
educate delegates about wildlife 
crime and the legislation sur¬ 
rounding hunting, poaching and 
various criminal acts that impact 
on rural communities, whilst 
sharing best practice, intelli¬ 
gence and operational tactics. 

The event, which was opened 
by assistant Chief Constable 
David Lewis at Kingston Maur- 
ward College near Dorchester, 
was the first of its kind in the 
South West region. 

Inspector Mike Darby, Dorset 
Police operational lead for 
wildlife crime, said: “Cross 
boarder partnerships have 
proved successful in the past, 
which is why various organisa¬ 
tions will be gathering together 
on a more frequent basis. 

“This training event gives offi¬ 
cers and organisations opportu¬ 
nities to share knowledge and 
learn about the huge amount of 
legislation in relation to different 
species, including door mice, 
badgers, eels and bats and also 
gaining a further insight into fox 
hunting legislation and animal 
cruelty offences.” 

The event covered an array of 
legislation which can be used by 
agencies to successfully prose¬ 
cute offenders and identify 
wildlife crime offences. 

Participants were shown differ¬ 
ent types of traps and devices 
used to capture animals, the 
signs to look for in wildlife 
being poisoned and illegally 
killed. 

Delegates were also shown 
how to examine poaching sites 
and seize evidence. 

Inspector Darby added: “There 
are a wide range of laws which 
people can be prosecuted for. 
The people who commit rural 
crime offences tend to be in¬ 
volved in other types of crimi¬ 
nality as well. 

“Poachers rarely kill their prey 
humanely and the use of dogs al¬ 
lows them to attack and cause 
significant damage to the animal. 

“We are contacted on almost a 
daily basis by members of the 
community who believe poach¬ 
ing is happening.” 

Dorset Police work closely 
with the National Wildlife Crime 


Unit who provides a close liai¬ 
son point regarding wildlife 
crime and associated national in¬ 
telligence about poachers and 
criminals who work across 
county borders. 

Inspector Darby said: “Reports 
of poaching in West Dorset is 
quite significant. Wild deer and 
pheasant rearing operations are 
targeted along with hare cours¬ 
ing and fisheries. These crimes 
normally happen at night. 

“These offences have a signif¬ 
icant impact on the landowners 
where their property is damaged 
and their livelihoods impacted 
by criminal activity. 

“Illegal traps used to poach 
and kill wildlife do not discrim¬ 
inate between wildlife, livestock 
or domestic pets. 

“We often get called by game- 
keepers and landowners stating 
that there are people trespassing 
on their land. We will seek to 
take positive action against of¬ 
fenders. 

“A pheasant rearing operation, 
rearing thousands of pheasants 
each year, brings in a huge 
amount of income. 

“If 200 to 300 birds are killed in 
one night - either for the pleasure 
of it or to enter them into the food 
chain - that clearly has a signifi¬ 
cant impact on your business. 


MEMBERS of Transition Town 
Bridport will be hosting a 
meeting to discuss how a basic 
income could promote com¬ 
munity resilience. 

A spokesperson for the 
group said: "More and more 
people on all sides of the polit¬ 
ical arena are talking about the 
idea of a citizens' or basic in¬ 
come.

fearful. 

“I have met many rural busi¬ 
ness owners and residents in my 
time as PCC who have seen their 
livelihoods destroyed due to the 
severe impact of crime. I have 
met others who fear the same 
happening to them, so I can un¬ 
derstand how the fear of crime is 
high in rural communities. 

“It is vital we work with our 
communities to ensure we tackle 
these hugely impactive crimes 
head on. The role of the wildlife 
officers in tackling these issues 
is a key component to this, as is 
the training recently delivered. ”

About a third of the water we use at home 
is for flushing the loo, but you can save a lot by 
only flushing when there's something solid to 
flush away. If this doesn't appeal, you can re¬ 
strict the amount of water used for each flush 
by fitting a water-saving loo, such as a dual¬ 
flush one that has a big and a little flush. You 
can also put something (a brick, or a plastic bag 
designed for the job - some water companies 
provide these free of charge) in the cistern, so 
it doesn't use as much water to flush. 

Taking a shower uses around two-thirds 
less water than taking a bath, but this is provid¬ 
ing you're only in the shower for a few minutes 
and it's not a power shower - power showers 
can use more water than a bath. You'll save 
most water by fitting a flow-restricting shower 
or an aerating shower head. These use less 
water per minute and shouldn't leave you 
showering in a dribble. Mira Showers' Eco 
showers, for example, use flow regulators to 


limit the maximum flow of water, while their 
Eco shower heads use aerating technology to 
create the sensation of a normal flow using a 
lot less water (see www.mirashowers.co.uk). 

If you have a dripping tap, fix it as quickly 
as possible because it will soon waste litres of 
water. Often the tap just needs a new washer, 
which isn't hard to fit. You can also save water 
by fitting flow restrictors or regulators to your 
home's taps, or tap inserts that aerate the 
water. 

One of the best ways to save water is to in¬ 
stall a grey-water recycling system. This typi¬ 
cally takes waste water from the bath, shower 
and basin (and sometimes other waste water 
too) and uses it for the loo and outside tap. 
There are various ways to do this, some of 
which are expensive, but it can be as straight¬ 
forward as fitting a waste-pipe splitter to sepa¬ 
rate the water from your bathroom's loo from 
the room's other waste water. 


In the garden, rainwater can be collected 
in a water butt by connecting it to a downpipe, 
which is a fairly simple DIY job. This makes wa¬ 
tering the garden easier, especially when 
there's a hosepipe ban. A more elaborate ver¬ 
sion of this is a rainwater harvesting system. 
There are different versions, but it's often a sys¬ 
tem that collects rain from the guttering and 
pumps it to where it's needed. More than half 
of the mains water we use at home could be re¬ 
placed by rainwater in this way, so it could 
make a big difference.

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5 Tips for Eco Flooring

The most eco option when it comes to floor¬ 
ing is using the flooring you already have. Do 
you have original floorboards or parquet floor¬ 
ing that can be sanded and varnished, stained 
or painted? In old houses, there are sometimes 
hidden gems like original stone or tiled floors 
that have been covered up for years. They may 
need a little TLC, but they make a great feature. 

If you don't have flooring you can restore, 
the next best thing is buying reclaimed flooring. 
Putting period features back into an old prop¬ 
erty is a good way to add value and increase its 
appeal when you come to sell, but reclaimed 
flooring tends to be expensive. A more afford¬ 
able option is new wooden flooring, either solid 
wood, or engineered wood (with a real wood 
top layer). Bamboo is an eco choice, despite 
being mainly grown in Asia, because the plants 
take around three to five years to reach maturity, 
which is a lot less than a typical tree. When shop¬ 
ping for new wooden flooring, look for the FSC 
(Forest Stewardship Council) logo. This shows 
that the wood has been sustainably sourced - all 
B&Q wood is FSC certified. 



One of the most environmentally friendly 
types of flooring (and the cosiest) is wool carpet. 
Making a wool carpet uses only about 10% of 
the energy used to produce a nylon one and 
wool is, of course, sustainable because sheep re¬ 
grow their fleeces after being shorn. While there 
are plenty of great British wool carpets (70% of 
British wool goes into carpet), New Zealand wool 
carpets also have eco credentials. New Zealand 
may be on the other side of the world, but every 
kilogram of wool produced there is said to 
equate to less C02-equivalent greenhouse gas 
than driving an average-sized petrol car for a 


mile. Most of the impact of getting wool to mar¬ 
ket is from land and water use, and Wools of New 
Zealand (a premium brand of carpets and rugs 
manufactured to quality standards) works with 
its producers to minimise that impact. What's 
more, a single fleece from a New Zealand sheep 
will make about 4sqm of carpet, which is double 
the amount from wool than from many other 
places. 



For an eco carpet underlay, try Crumbwool. 
A collaboration between Wools of New Zealand 
and Anglo Recycling, this underlay is made from 
100% recycled carpet fibres and 100% recycled 
rubber. Crumbwool uses carpet offcuts, which 
would normally go to landfill, from British carpet 
manufacturers, and recycled rubber tyres for the 
backing. 

Wool (and cotton) can be combined with 
other natural fibres in flooring, but you can also 
get natural flooring that's purely sisal, coir, sea- 
grass or jute, etc. This is similar to carpet but 
tends to have a more pronounced texture. Nat¬ 
ural flooring is sustainable and renewable be¬ 
cause it's made from plants that grow relatively 
quickly, but to temper that, they are usually 
grown in Asia and other far-flung places.

Decisions made without residents' 
views being properly represented 


■ IMPORTANT deci¬ 
sions have been made 
by West Dorset District 
Council (WDDC) ex¬ 
ecutive committees 
which have had a major 
effect on the lives of 
the residents of Dorch¬ 
ester and Bridport 
without their citizens’ 
views being properly 
represented in WDDC 
despite their residents 
comprising about 30 
per cent of the popula¬ 
tion of West Dorset. 
Social unrest followed 
the 2011 WDDC elec¬ 
tion including a protest 
march which took 
place in Dorchester. 

Public First Group 
(PFG) was formed a 
year ago primarily to 
try and change to the 
fairer and more propor¬ 
tionate “Committees” 
system of governance 
in WDDC. A petition 
was hugely successful 
and a referendum will 
now take place on May 
5th. It is the first of its 
type in the South of 
England under the 
2011 Localism Act.

spite many calls for 
them to do so in the 
past in order to discuss 
important issues. He 
said things in WDDC 
have improved with a 
new leader.

Turning to Ms Gillian

which is in the best in¬ 
terests of the ratepayers 
and not because of 
party politics”. In fact, 
the leader is not 
‘bound’ to choose 
members of his own 
party but party politics 
tends to make it 
mandatory thus avoid¬ 
ing common sense. 

A year ago, when Ms 
Summers held the pres¬ 
tigious role of Chair¬ 
man of WDDC she was 
quoted in the press as 
saying of PFG, “Don’t 
get drawn into this until 
you have looked at the 
personal history of the 
people who are organ¬ 
ising it and their mo¬ 
tives”. An explanation 
or apology is long 
overdue even if she 
does now describe her¬ 
self as a “private citizen 
and ratepayer”!

County agrees four per 
cent council tax rise 


DORSET County Council has 
agreed to put up their share of 
council tax this April by 3.99 per 
cent, including two per cent to 
help pay for adult social care. 

The council approved the 
budget for 2016/17, including 
the tax increase, at a meeting. 

They are able to increase the 
tax by 1.99 per cent before trig¬ 
gering a local referendum and 
this year the government has al¬ 
lowed it to raise council tax by a 
further two per cent, which can 
only be spent on adult social 
care. In Dorset this will raise 
around £3.9million. 

Band D households will pay 
£48.51 more per year, making 
the bill £1,263.78 for the year. 

The council received its final 
funding settlement from the gov¬ 
ernment this month, which gives 
it £4.1 million of transitional sup¬ 
port to slow the impact of cuts in 
funding over the next three 
years. 

This followed extensive lobby¬ 


ing by the council leader Robert 
Gould, chief executive Debbie 
Ward and local MPs after the 
government’s provisional settle¬ 
ment in December left the coun¬ 
cil needing to find an extra 
£7.4million of savings on top of 
£13million already planned in 
2016/17. 

However, the council is still 
£3.3million worse off than it had 
planned for in December and has 
needed to use £2.2million of 
one-off funding from its reserves 
to set a balanced budget in 
2016/17. 

Leader of the council Robert 
Gould said: “This has been our 
most challenging budget to bal¬ 
ance since 2010. We faced losing 
47 per cent of the grant we re¬ 
ceive from government this year 
and all of it within two years. 

“The government did listen 
and respond to our calls for a 
fairer settlement for Dorset, 
which was the worst-affected 
county in the country. 


“However, while this support 
will smooth the cuts in govern¬ 
ment funding out over a longer 
period, the same level of savings 
still need to be made. 

“The extra two per cent council 
tax precept will help meet the 
growing demands for care for 
vulnerable adults in our county. 

“Even so, the challenge will 
only get greater in future years 
and we will be continuing to 
make our case to government to 
get the best deal for Dorset.” 

Councillor Gould reported to 
the council that the authority has 
had to take £70million out of its 
budget in the last five years and 
expects this figure to reach 
£120million by 2020. 

The council aim to save 
£500,000 next year by support¬ 
ing community transport, and 
cuts to youth services will save 
£1 million. 

The council will set up a cross¬ 
party task and finish group to de¬ 
velop plans for further savings.

A TWO-YEAR fundraising campaign, co¬ 
ordinated by the staff of View From News¬ 
papers in Lyme Regis, concluded with the 
presentation of a cheque for £10,710 to the 
Rotary charity Water Survival Box. 

After highlighting the work of Water Sur¬ 
vival Box, launched by the Rotary Club of

He referred to how the View From cam¬ 
paign had heightened the profile of Water 
Survival Box in the South West and he an¬ 
nounced that water boxes had recently been 
sent to the war zone in Syria. 


Martin Clunes backs Horse Course 
charity's bid for Lottery funding 


LOCAL actor Martin Clunes is showing his 
support for a West Dorset charity that 
helps people with mental illnesses 
through interaction with horses. 

The Horse Course, of which Mr Clunes is 
a patron, is in the running to be awarded 
a share of £3million of National Lottery 
funding. 

The charity, based near Weymouth, is 
up against hundreds of charities across 
the UK to receive £50,000 after it was cho¬ 
sen to take part in The People's Projects. 

The Horse Course helps people with se¬ 
rious mental health or emotional difficul¬ 
ties through the help of horses for people 
who can't progress with therapy or coun¬ 
selling. 

The charity, which was started by Har¬ 
riet Laurie, began in prisons working with 


young offenders but now works in the 
community with referrals from Dorset 
schools and organisations. 

The Horse Course needs votes to be in 
with a chance of winning and Mr Clunes 
is urging the public to support it. 

Mr Clunes said: "I went when they were 
working in partnership with Portland 
young offenders and watched a session 
they had and was blown away with their 
approach. 

"When I saw what was happening it all 
made sense and it was just extraordinary 
and lovely to see - I am always thrilled 
when people do more with horses than 
just sit on them. 

"The charity is the only one in the South 
West that is in Dorset and it is hard to 
make charities race with each other as I 


have never come across a bad one but 
something strikes a cord in me with neg¬ 
lected teenagers and children. 

"If someone is remotely curious they 
should go to the website and have a look 
at everything they do. It is all backed up 
by independent studies and concrete 
evidence that this makes a real differ¬ 
ence."

THE cafe of the Bridport Arts Centre was 
transformed into a dockland cafe in London, 
on Wednesday, February 24th at Thursday, 
February 25th. 

The actors and musicians opened and 
closed the play, Docklands, singing a powerful 
song about the river, the key to the creation 
of the docklands. Using his knowledge of 
London and the changes in the dockland 
area, Steve Scorey, the writer and composer 
created a world where the old criminality of 
light-fingered dockers and gangland violence 
meet the new villains - the bankers and their 
glossy skyscrapers. 


We see the launching of a new cafe by an 
argumentative group of enthusiastic restau¬ 
rateurs; valiant attempts by Clive Whaley and 
Mel Draper as the owners to keep the peace 
ring only too true as family tensions mount 
between Dewi Lambert as Jay, the chef and 
Steve Scorey playing Terry his Dad. But more 
serious problems are revealed when they 
seek help from a local estate agent, engag¬ 
ingly played against type by Declan Duffy, 
and a young finance wizard, Lauren Glover, 
who simply tells us "I can sing" which turns 
out to be resoundingly true. 

Lauren has the most interesting character 


path, with her dubious role in finances revealed 
by the Envoy, chillingly played by Stella Kenrick. 

What made the evening really special were 
the moments when the company's talents as 
musicians were revealed. Appealing new 
songs made one hungry for them to integrate 
more music into the evening, and there were 
moments of soaring harmonies which carried 
the piece to a higher level. 

Steve Scorey has a future in writing full mu¬ 
sicals, integrating the narrative into the songs 
and bringing more lively and innovative pro¬ 
ductions to this intimate space.

Rugged look 

The result: a powerful SUV that shows a 
lot of vertices and edges. At the front, a 
strong image is created by the high- 
mounted Singleframe grille in octagonal 
design as well as the large air inlets.
